IlEN ronstantinojile passes 
out of Turkish hands what, 
the religious world asks, 
will become of -Aya Sotia? 
Is it to roiiiain a place of Moslem wor¬ 
ship, nr will that “greatest temple 
after St. I'eter's” he redi'tlicnted to 
C'hristinn use? So asks E. A. N. Val¬ 
entine in Los .Angeles Times. 

Whatever he the toh'rance shown 
the crt'cd of the .Arab protihet in the 
Constantinople of the future, it is al 
most certain thi' cross will .supersede 
the crescent on .Justinian's splendid 
inonuinent to early Christianity. Its 
ne\j’ consecration to the piirpo.sos for 
which it was re.ired Is a duty owed 
the memory of Its illustrious founder. 

Not even St. Peter's oiitrivids .Aya 
Sotia in interest. Its history is in- 
seiiarahle, not only with Constantino¬ 
ple Itself, hut with Cliristianity. The 
creation of Byzantium as tla' sent of 
the eastern Bom.in empire liy Con¬ 
stantine the Creat had a religious as 
well as a polificid motive. Made a 
convert to the teachings of the Naza- 
rene h.v the "In hoc slgno vinccs” 
vision, he resoivt'd to estuhlish a new 
capital in which that faith shotild have 
exclusive sway, and his I'.rst .a t was 
to lay the foundations of the original 
basilica of "The Divine Wisdom" on 
which the present fane was rebuilt by 
his descendant, the author of the 
“Banilects.” Byzantium wtis to he 
what Borne is today. It was through 
this successor of the Caesars and his 
Church of Aya Sofia, the See of the 
Greek Batriarehs, that Christianity at¬ 
tained her lirsi great triiiniiili over pa¬ 
ganism. 

-Ayu Sofia may well he called the 
soul of Constantinople—the lieartheat 
ot Its long Idstory—it has figured In 
all its various chapters of vicissitudes, 
Its variegated roimince, on wliict. rests 
an exotic bloom richer tlian any in¬ 
ventions of fancy. 

On One of Seven Hills. 

The cupola and thinking minarets of 
Ayu Sofia, familiarized by iiaintings 
and photography, are whnr first catch 
the eye In apiiroaching Constaiitimqde 
by water. Dawn or sunset hour Is the 
most favoratile moment for ttint ap¬ 
proach. the iinprt'ssions of which stir 
the pulse of even the most sophlsti- 
cateil traveler. Visioned at dawn, 
with the city wrapped in light mist, 
faintly touched by blushes of a still 
hidden sun. the many mosques of 
Stamboul appear almost aerial, seem 
like vast rose-tinged soap hulililes 
afloat on the filmy sen, In.siihstantinl 
as the falirlc of dream, like the phan¬ 
tasmagoria evoked by hashish-eaters. 

Aya Sotia occupies one of the .seven 
hills of Stainhoul. that conge.sted quar¬ 
ter of true Turke.vdoiii, lying on the 
Rite of old Byzantium, on the Asiatic 
shore and si'paraled from Galata- 
Pera, the cosmo)>olltan ((uarter, by the 
Golden Horn and from Skutarl by the 
Bosporus, Of these superb summits 
it has the nearest and most coniiimnd 
Ing loiatlon. One sees It from almost 
every point of Constantinople and Its 
environs. Yet like most else in the 
city, a near vt.^w does not enhance 
liappy Impressions. AS'hen one has 
gained the square on which It Is situ¬ 
ated It is no longer like a pleasure- 
dome of Kiihla Kahn. The main cu¬ 
pola has lost both Its silvery airiness 
and swelling proportions; the Irregular 
ma.s.s, guarded by Its four minan't.s, 
like giant pointed pencils, lacks warmth 
of color and seems confused In design. 
Its nucleus—the Imsilica of .Instiiiian 
—struggles, Laocoon fastiion, in the 
colls of .Alohamtncilan eticunihrance. 

Despoiled by the Turk. 

The 'Bnrk lias di'spollcd Aya Sofia 
of all that is not essential to the build¬ 
ing. The heaped treasures of .lustln- 
Inii's hands that once tilled the sanctu¬ 
ary are gone; hut there are .still the 
rich materials out of which the liasll- 
ica was constructe<l. When one passes 
through porphyry gates of the court- 
yiird, ornamented with a fountain 


where the Turk performs his uncon¬ 
vincing ahlution before prayer. Into 
the nuisqne, one is at once impri'ssial 
with what the glory of Aya Sofia must 
Imve been. Its cost of was 

enormous for the times, and such a 
drain on the exchequer of tlie empire 
that rigid economies in various de- 
partiiieiits were necessitated. One 
luindred thousand workmen were en¬ 
gaged in the construction, wlilcli was 
achieved in five years. 

Bc.slde.s the amazing display of mo¬ 
saic it is a llticral education in inar- 
lilcs. Marlile of every kind known to 
the ancient world Is then'—marble of 
divers hui'—black, grei'ii, cream and 
rose -marlde veined, dappled, varie¬ 
gated and starred, niarhle from the 
near mines of Marmora, from Greece 
and Asia Minor, from Egypt, even from 
ritlnia Thule. Famous templi's were 
ravi.shed to supply the innumerahle 
pillars of the galleries and tlie pilas¬ 
ters of the walls. Some of these are 
from tlie Temple of tlie Sun at Baal- 
tiek; otliers from Thebes, from Bul- 
myra, from .Athens, from Borne it.self. 
The structure, with Its porchi's and 
side aisles, is rectangular, and besides 
Its main dome Is rooferl by minor 
vaults. It is lilt' v;ist cupola of the 
nnve that carrii's one awu.v by Its 
suggestion of a vast inverti'd abyss. 
The It'ast pmidi'rahle of iiraci iciihle 
nmtt'rial was needed to sustain It; and 
this was found in volcanic pumice and 
Bhodlan brick, that weigh hut a llflli 
of lilt' coiimion variety. 

Tlie doint', and indeed tlie whole In¬ 
terior of Ayu Sofia, Is mosaic Mut'd, 
reprt'senting Clirist, the apostles and 
legions tif saints. Tlie Turk, whose 
rellgitin atiliors human represt'iitations, 
divert'd tlie.se witli gililt'tl wash that, 
grown thin, suffers this Byzantium art 
to rt'-emt'rge in siiots. ('artt)uchi's 
with senti'iict's from ttie firophet and 
rosettes of gold have been stuck here 
and there, anti the chllillsti decoration 
of tistrich t'ggs, togetlier with bronze 
lamps anil glass globes, the lattice 
work of the women’s galleries, the In¬ 
laid Mlnlier or pulpit; the lecterns with 
old costly Kornns open on them, the 
looped gri'en linen with Arabic In¬ 
scriptions hanging by silken cords from 
the ceiling, priceless carpets on the 
wall, the Minrah Indicating the illrec- 
tion of Mecca, all proclaim the Mussul¬ 
man's house of prayer.
